A futile 
attempt 


was made to throw a cloud on the val- 
idity of the bill by seeking to disap- 
prove the senate journal of Tuesday, 
and to have expunged from its pages 
all reference to the passage of this bill 
by the upper house. Another attempt 
to recoup the liquor men's defeat was 
made by Senator Harper, who intro- 
duced a new bill to make the Dow tax 
$500. 


The house by 61 to 34 passed the 


Watson bill, doubling the salaries of 
senators and representatives. Thla 
applies to the members of the genenu 
assembly which will convene in 1905. 


The senate passed the bill of Mr.

Tinker's house bill providing that

. State Officers' Salary Bill. 


The state officers' salary bill of Rep-

On a charge 
thft his connection w^lth the contribu- 
tion of $48,702.30 from the funds of the 
New York Life Insurance company to 
Cornelius N. Bliss, treasurer of the 
Republican national committee iu the 
campaign of 1904, constituted grand 
larceny In the first degree. George W. 
Perkins, a member of the firm of J. P. 
Morgan & Company, and until recent- 
ly first vice president of the New York 
Life Insurance company, was arrested 
on a warrant^lssucd by City Magis- 
trate Moss. When a detective went to 
serto the warrant upon Mr. Perkins 
he found that a writ of habeas corpus 
had already been obtained from Jus- 
tice Greenbaum of the state supremo 
court, and the matter was immediately 
taken out of the magistrate's hands. 
Mr. Perkins appeared before Justice 
Greenbaum. and at the request of his 
counsel the hearing in the case was 
adjourned until Friday. 
Mr. Perkins 


was paroled in the custody of his per- 
sonal attorney, Ix^wis A. Delafleld. 


The warrant for Mr. Perkins' arrest 


was applied for by District Attorney 
Jerome. 
Magistrate Moss would not 


act. however, until affidavits were filed 
In the case. These were presented, 
signed by Darwin P. Kingsley, vice 
president of the New York Life: Efl- 
munrt D. Randolph, treasurer of the 
company, and by Thomas A. Buckner, 
also a vice president Mr. Perkins' 
counsel admitted to Justice Green- 
baum that Mr. Perkins had advanced 
the sum named to Mr. Bliss upon the 
request of the late John A. McCall. 
president of the New York Life. He 
was afterward reimbursed through the 
action of the company's finance com- 
mittee. It was contended that Mr. Mc- 
Call had executive authority to order 
the payment, and that If any crime 
was committed it was participated in 
by every member of the finnnco com- 
mittee present when the matter was 
acted upon. 


District Attorney Jerome made pub- 


lie correspondence between himself 
and Mr. Perkins which showed that, 
upon the district attorney's request 
for information and without promise 
of any; immunity whatever, Mr. Per- 
kins had supplied Mr. Jerome with all 
the facts connected with the 1904 cam- 
paign contribution. In concluding his 
letter on the subject Mr. Perkins 
wrote**: "When I made the advances 
mentioned and when I was reimbursed 
therefor, it never occurred to me that 
there could be any question as to the 
propriety of such expenditures, which 
I believed to be for the benefit of the 
company." 


Despite the action of Mr. Jerome In 


applying for a warrant for Mr. Per- 
kins and thus taking the matter to the 
higher courts o! the state. Judge O'Sul- 
llvan in the court of special sessions 
again addressed the grand jury which 
Is considering life- insurance matters 
and Instructed them that It was their 
duty to continue the investigation to 
the end.
